Muriel to Cardenas, on the east, it is 
evident that au eagle eye is being kept 
on the shore line by our warships. No 
doubtful craft is permitted to approich 
the blockaded island. Every effort to 
do so meets with a good solid notice to 
quit or go to the bottom. 


Blanco is equally as watchful. 
He 


doesn't intend to be taken unawares by 
a fleet of transports with 
an army 


aboard, if his sentinels do their duty. 
Every available landing point is under 
strong guard. On the side hills be- 
tween Mprro and Cabanas fortress there 
are new batteries that were not there a 
fortnight ago. 


The same condition is apparent to the

WASHINGTON, June G.—This week is 


to see the climax of the war. 
N 


Santiago and Porto Rico are to pass 


into the possession of the United States. 
Against both places a military and na- 
val expedition of great force is to be di- 
rected, and before many days will come 
•the news of two notable engagements. 


Both will be successful. On this point 


the President, who is especially inter- 
ested in the immediate taking of Porto 
Rico, has no 
doubt whatever. He 


knows that at Santiago the Spanish fleet 
is helpless, and that the insurgents 
around the city are ready and waiting 
to co-operate with our army. 


The latter will land near Santiago 


and will march overland to tbo rear of 
the Santiago fortifications, taking them 
by storm. It will be a great battle, 
unless the Spaniards run away, and 
while there are certain to be some caau. 
allies on our side, they will be com- 
paratively slight. 


At or about the same time, a large 


section of Sampson's squadron will ap- 
pear before San Juan, and with the aid 
of the troops which will be landed from 
transports, the taking of that city will 
be commenced. Aa has been repeatedly 
stated in these dispatches, the President 
is anxious that Porto Bico shall be in 
the possession of the United States be- 
fore Spain actually sues for peace.

TWO UNFORTUNATE EXPERIENCES.

"A mouth after that, as I was walk- 


ing across tho platform of a station on 
the Kamo road that the other town was 
on to take a train, there, was u man 
laid his hand on my arm aud says, 
'Now, don't make u fuss alont it, aud 
it'll boa good deal easier all around.'

lumber on board. 


The captain and crew of three men 


had a pretty tough time of it, but saved 
themselves by going ashore on a raft, 
lauding at York Nubble light. Cap- 
tain Johnson tells the following story 
about the wreck: 


They left Machias Friday and all went 


well until Saturday morning when the 
vessel, which is an old craft, lost her 
rudder and sprang aleak. 
The men 


were ijmckly sent to the pumps but it 
was no use, the water gained ou them 
apidly. 
After a few hours' struggle 


they were forced to abandon the vessel 
and put for the shore. By this time 
the vessel was lying off York Nubble 
and it wa.s feared that she would be 
driven on to the rocks. They reached 
the shore all safe 
and sound 
and 


quickly sent word to this city for a tug. 
The Florence Tower is a small two 
masted schooner of eighty-six tons. 
She was built in Boston some thirty 
years ago and was used as a fishing ves- 
sel for a number of yeora.

PREVENT ESCAPE SPANISH FLEET. 


Colllet Wiu Run In by a Volunteer Crew 


W»re Aft«rw»r<U Captured by SpanUli- 
S«uator Who Saw blspittuho* From 
Sainpiou Talk* of the Expedition—Meu 
Touched Off Dynamite and TU»u Took 
to Boat*—In«oin« Tax Defeated In tho 
SeimU—Ileportu From Varloiu Flacea 
Showing L'rogrVM or the War. 


Washington. June 6.—President Mc- 


Klnley received Saturday morning of- 
ficial dispatches from the fleet at San- 
tiago confirming the report that the 
collier Merrimac had been sunk in the 
harbor channel and that the crew of 
eight men had been captured by the 
Spanish. 


The dispatch came from Cape Hay- 


tien and was from Admiral Sampson. It 
is said that it made clear tho point that 
the collier was purposely sunk by the 
admiral to prevent the escape of the 
Spanish ships, and that it was run in by 
a volunteer crew. 


A prominent senator, to whom Wie 


dispatches were shown by the president, 
said to a correspondent at the White 
House: "There is no doubt in my mind 
that the Merrimacwas sunk intentionally 
by our men for the purpose of blockading 
the exit of the Spanish Heel from tjie 
harbor. I suppose that it was a sacrifice 
expedition. 
Volunteers were probably 


called for, and the men who went on 
the Merrimac knew exactly what they 
had to expect. 


"It is my belief that, after reaching 


the desired point In the harbor, they 
touched off some dynamite in the for- 
ward part of th£ vessel and then either 
took to the boats or swam ashore. I ex- 
pect that, when the official news is made 
public, you will llnd that to be the ex- 
planation."

Story From the I'rena Ruat.Wuudu Lying 


Ofl* Harbor of Santiago. 


On Board the Associated Press Dis- 


patch lioat Wanda, Off Santiago de 
Cuba. June 3. via Kingston, Jam., June 
4.—An hour before sunset tonight, as 
dark rain clouds, lying low over the coasi 
line foreboded the usual tropical storm, 
and the united lleet of America lay oft" 
the mouth of the harbor of Santiago de 
Cuba, Hanked by a little llotilla of dis- 
patch boats, Hear Admiral Sampson 
signalled the torpedo boat Porter to run 
alongside the flagship. The- nature of 
the admiral's orders wag soon known, for 
the Porter rushed alongside each news- 
paper boat in turn, and megaphoned "the 
admiral directs you move 10 miles eouth 
and to take a station for the night." This 
meant business of serious importance 
In hand for the fleet before morning, 
whether a dash into the harbor or other- 
wise will probably soon Be known*. 


All indications are that southeastern 


Cuba will be the scene of active naval 
and military operations for some time. 
Here assembled are the squadrons of 
great fighting ships, and, looking down 
upon them from the adjacent hills,are th« 
watchful bands of insurgents forming 
the outposts of General Garcia's army, 
which is strong enough, unaided, to 
strike the Spanish land forces a hard 
blow, and, If re-enforced by the Amer- 
ican ainiy of Invasion, to seize and hold 
the entire seastern half of the Island.

Showers 
occur dally, and soft, white rain mists 
are seen on the slopes every morning. 
The smokes and fires of the burning 
plantations arc being extinguished and 
luxuriant nature is rapidly healing many 
of the ravages of the war. 


These truplcal storms give us won- 


derful exhibitions of electrical pyrotech- 
nic. At times the lightning Hashes on 
the horizon line look like the regular fir- 
Ing of guns from a distant fort. Again, 
the entire heavens seem aflame In vivid 
glare and forked tongues of fire appear 
to run down the mountain elopes. 
Drenching rain falls for an hour or two, 
and then the skies clear and all Is serene 
and the calm, full moon and brilliant 
constellations of the tropics appear in 
all their glory as the black clouds roll 
away on the horizon. 


Such storms are confined almost wholly 


to the coast, only going out to sea oc- 
casionally, off a cape or headland, to 
kick up a squall. Ships sailing along the 
coast In calm seas and clear skies aro 
witnesses to the beauty and grandeur 
of land storms without feeling the slight- 
est effect of these disturbances of na- 
ture a few miles distant. 


The last cable strands binding Cuba 


to the outside world were cut this morn- 
Ing by a cable vessel conveyed here by 
the United States dispatch 
gunboat 


Dolpln. 


The first cable picked up was that rnn- 


ning to Kingston. It was found early 
this morning. The coast loop containing 
Santiago de Cuba and Guantanamo was 
then cut. Proceeding to Gunantanamo 
tha cable vessel finally grappled and 
severed the Haytien cable. 


This ends the cable cutting operations 


begun a month ago, when the Marble- 
head and the Windom lost five men In a 
fight off Cienfuegos, where three cables 
were crippled and several hundred Span- 
lards were killed by shells from the war- 
ships. Afterwards the St. Louis and the 
Wamp.atuck cut the San Juan de Porto 
Rico cable at Santiago de Cuba. 


The strands cut today were the only 


ones remaining except a few coast loops, 
and these will probably be severed in 
a short time. The cutting of these cables 
Is almost.as serious for the Spaniards 
In coast towns as the cutting of foreign 
cables, the land wires connecting the 
coast towns being wholly at the mercy 
of the insurgents. 
Therefore, in the 


event of American troops landing In 
Cuba, the absence of the coast loops will 
seriously Interfere with the hasty mob- 
ilizing of the Spanish troops. 


MARIETTA IS SAFK. 


Arrive* at Key Wait After a Long Voy- 


age From Sau Jose, Cal. 


Key West, Jun« 5.—The United States 


eunboat Marietta, Commander F. M. 
Simmons, arrived here at 7:30 o'clock 
Saturday morning from San Jose, Cal., 
•which port she left on March 16. The trip 
was uneventful and there was not even 
a case of glckneag aboard. Much of the 
voyage was made in company with the 
battleship Oregon, and the first question 
of the Marietta's officers was about the 
Oregon's whereabouts. 
• After the Marietta pawed Cape Horn 
she kept a sharp lookout for the Spanish 
torpedo gunboat Ternerario, which waa 
supposed to be hunting for the Oregon 
The Marietta's officers were very anxious 
to meet the Spaniards, and they say that 
If a meeting had taken place they would 
purely have sunk her. During the entire 
voyage they sighted only haff a dozen 
vessels.

The Marietta left Rio Janeiro on -May 3 


The men on board had heard no war news 
later than the first bulletin of Admira 
Dewey's victory at Manila.
